But contrary-wiſe, thou haft taken part 
with Evil doers, and haſt been buſie in the 


Antichriſtian ungodly Work of Strife: 
Thou haft fallen upon the Innocent, with 
Words of Bitterneſs, engendring Malice and 
Envy, whereby thou haſt been the Occaſi- 


on of much Evik-doing, and haſt brought 


forth Wrath among thy Brethren. 

NAY, Thomas, tor in this thou haſt done 
fooliſhly, and foraſmuch as thou-oughteſt 
to.be Rebuked, I ſhall ſpeak plain Words 


Unto thee, wherewith thou ſhalt not be able 


to contend, ſeeing Truth ſhall be contain-

There are, who ſow Contention a- 


mong Brethren, but their End is Fooliſh- 
neſs.

That Men ſhould take Arms, and fight a- 
gainſt one another, becauſe of Tyrants. It 
ſeemeth that thou had'ſt not any juſt Rea- 
ſon to preach ſuch Things among thy Peo- 
ple; foraſmuch as the Queen, under whom 
thou then liveſt, was not deemed worthy 
of the Name of a Tyrant ; neither do I un- 
derſtand, that thou or thy People were any 
way oppreſſed by Her, or that thou did'ſt 


_ alledge any act of Tyranny to be commit- 


ted by Her at that Time: But on the con- 
trary, Thou, and alſo thy People, were 


at full Liberty, if ſo, it had ſeemed good 


unto thee to have lived under her peaceable 
and quiet Lives in all Godlineſs and Hone- 


ffy. So that, PLAINLY, Thomas, Thou 
-had'ſt no juſt Reaſon to proceed in this thy 


Preaching, wherein thou exciteſt thy Hear- 
ers to make War, and piveſt occaſion to 
Men to ſpeak hard Words of thee, as that 
thou waſt a Preacher of Sedition, an In- 
cendiary, and one that moved to Wrath 
and to ſhedding of Blood. Nay, Thomas, 
but theſe Things are not of good Report, 
neither are they found to be agreeable ro 
the Character given in the Word, to ſuch 


as thou ſayeſt thou art. Thou art Com-

manded to be ſober, and not a Brawler, as

thou plainly ſetteft forth thyſelf to be. 
I find likewiſe, that ſithence thou could- 
eſt not bring thy Purpoſe to paſs in the 
Days of the Reign of the ſaid Queen, and 
that rather by the ſhortneſs of the Conti- 
nuance of that Ruler, thou could'ſt not 


prevail to cauſe the People to fight, and to 


{hed Blood, thou haſt continued thy evil 
Deſign in the Days of the King, and bear- 
eſt thy Teſtimony loudly, for ſhedding of 
Blood, by the way which thou calleſt 
Juſtice, pointing out unto the Rulers of the 


People ſuch Perſons as thou beareſt an 


evil Mind towards, without Cauſe ; and 
it ſeemeth, that not in thy Preachivg-Bench 
only, butin thy Communication with angry 
Men, thou art found animating them un- 
to Wrath, and unto that Wickedneſs which 
is forbidden by the Lord ; and which, al- 
beit that thou thinkeſt meet to call Juſtice, 
Mea think otherwiſe.thereof, and that it

eſt, that ſuch is the Iniquity of the Days 


wherein we live, that oftentimes, what is 
called Juſtice in one Day, is called Tyran- 
ny and Oppreflion in another Day; and 


Men, eſpecially, Thomas, Preaching. Men, 


as thou art, ought much rather to move 
their People, and their Brethren, to for- 


bear and forgive one another, than to 
move and excite them to Seyerities, and to 


executing Revenge upon one another, leaſt 
the Pay come, when that which they call 
Juſtice, may be doomed Injuſtice, as I told 


: thee but now. : | 
. Thou art not ignorant, Thomas, that 
many Years agone, on the Thirtieth Day 
of the Firſt Month, the ſame in which I 
Vrrite unto thee, ſome of thy People, Preach. 
ers as thou art, uſed the ſame Speech, and 
excited the People of this Land to Blood, 


even to Murther, and that of their Right-

And 
having Power to interpret Laws, or ſtrain ' 
and extend the Ordinances of the Land to 
their own Purpoſes, knoweſt thou what 
they will call Law! And what Juſtice ! 
What Right, and what Wrong? Knoweſt | 
thou not, that the Wrath of Men worketh 
not the Righteouſneſs of God; and that 
theſe Things tend unto Blood, foraſmuch 


as ye know not what Spirit ye are of ? Theſe _ 


Things are well worthy of thy Conſidera« 
tion, and that before it be too late; for © 
Raſhneſsand Zeal without Knowledge, are 
not in Matters of Blood, as they are in o- 
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ther Things: They cannot retrieve by Re- 
pentance, the Miſchief which they bring 
to paſs in the Land, neither can they make

Gr 8c pl 
to prove them guilty ; it ſeemeth that thou 
wouldeſt with Earneſtneſs prevail upon 
thy People to call that Treaſon, whereof the 
People of the Land Rejoice and are exceed- 
ing glad;

even ſo much that Sleep went from her

and Deſolation, which then over ſpread the 
Land, If this be a Truth, Thomas, and 
this Work was of God, I counſel thee to 
let it alone, leſt haply thou be?ſt found to 
fight againſt G opdt.

Thomas, that all thoſe who have been, and 


ſtill are, Friends to the Peace, are not wick- 


ed Perſons as thou ſpeakeſt, neither have 
they betrayed tlie Land-and the King; but 
there are among us, who believe that this 
Peace was of the Lord, and that the Inſtru- 
ments, whether thoſe who had Evil De- 
ſigns therein, or thoſe who had not, ſup- 
poſing there were of both Kinds among 
them, were mov'd by ſupernatural Influ- 
ences, to bring to paſs what the Lord had 
before determin'd to be brought to paſs, 
our Land.

But, having ſaid enough of theſe Things, 
and to Silence thee in the pretence of my 
having nothing of Moment bur this, of the 
Play-Houſes, to make my Complaints a- 
gainſt ; Come thou hither, «nd ] will ſhew thee 


greater Abominations than theſe. 


The Great Ones not Content with Play- 
Houſes, and New Societies of theſe Chil- 
dren of Hell, called Comedians, are now ſet- 
ting up, and are preparing to ſet up Weekly 
Maſquerades, Circular Balls, Nights for 
Gaming and Muſick' Meetings in divers Parts 
of this great City, and thou may'{t meet 
with the Advertiſements of theſe Things 
in the Publick Papers, called News, as if 
there were no Offence given thereby, ei- 
ther unto God, or unto Good People. 

And, What thinkeſt thou of theſe Things, 
Thomas Bradbury ? Are theſe the Ways by 
which the People of this Land are to be 
Reformed ? And by which the Honour

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and Intereſt of Holy Religion is to be main- 
tained? Are theſe the Steps of thy New 
Deliverers? If thou ſpeak not Now; If nom, 
thou lift not up thy Voice like a Trumpet, 
the Blood, or Loſs of the Souls of thy Peo- 
ple ſhall lie at thy Door, -and at the Door 
of ſuch of the Teachers of the People, as 
are in thy Station; for I ſpeak, thro” thee, 
to them all, and they all ſhall be Guilty, for 
having been Watchmen in. Jeruſalem, and 
not having done the Duty of Watchmen : 


And after God ſhall have ſtop'd thy Mouth,

thee, the Portion of a Righteous Man ſhall 
be thy Reward.
